Ostoical is food of great strength and nutritioo,having c'aims to bo better kcowo and

more widely used than it is at present. Of
much rervico as a train food, it contains
phosphorus cnought to keep a man doing an
ordinary amount of brain work in good health
and vigor. All modioal authorities unite in tho
opinion that oaten with milk it is a perfect food,
and, having all tho requisites for tho proper
development of tho system, is iB a pro omien*

oouy useiui iooa ror growing omiarou and tho
yonng generally. Oatmeal requires muoh cjokiogto etfeMcally burs: its starch cells, but when
it is well cooked it will thicken liquid much
more than equal its woight in wheaten fljnr.
The oals of cuis couotry aro superior to those
growQ on the Continent and the southern part
of England, but certainly inferior to tho Soetch,
where considerable pains is taken to oul
iivato them, and it is ueedless to point out
that tho Scetch are an ex*mple of a strong and
thoroughly rot tut nation, which result is justly
so: down as being derived from tho ploniiiul use
of oatmeal. Dr. Guthrie has asserted that his
countrymen hayo the 1 trgest heads ot any nation
in -.he world, not even tho English have snob
largo heads.which ho atlribucos to the univer
sal uso of oatmeal; as universal it is, being
found Miikc on the tables of lao riob, and on the
tables of 'ho poor.in tho morning the porridgj
*ud the cveuiag tho traditional cake. Tho two
prino'.pai ways of cooking oatmeal arc psrriogo
aid vak^ (betmock.) which I will describe, and
also soma other modes of c joking, in order to
afford au cgreor.blo variety of dishes: Firs*;
then, we will commeceo with a rooipo lor por
ridge. To three pima of bailing water add a
level tecspooafal o: salt ami 5 pint of coats3
mea\ stirring while 11 is being slowly poor d ii;
ooottcuo stirring until the rues! is diffascu
through the water.about oight or ten minutes.
Cover it closely then, cod place it where
it will simmer for un hour ; uvou stirring duringthe whole ot that time. Servo hot with as
little massing as possible, accompanied with
milk, maplo sugar, or sugar and orcam. To w

mako oatmeal cake, pleoo in a bowl a q iirt it
meui, add to it ss uiuih cjld water as wil: fjrm
it into a soft, light ccu<b, cover it with a cloth
fifteen minutes to allow ic to swell, then dust
the pasteboard with meal, turn out tho dough
and givo it a vigorous kneading. Cover it with
a cloth a few minutes, and proceed at. once to
roll it cut to the eighth of au ioch in thickacrs;
cut it in fine pisceB and partly cook them on it
griddlo. then finish them by roasting thera in
front of tfcc fire..Montreal Witness.
